The new state highway board is 
considering the abolition of its main- 
tenance division and turning the task 
of maintaining all roads over to the 
counties, it was learned Friday. 

Chairman J. J. Mangham refused to 
confirm reports that it had been de- 


cided to abolish the division and dis- | 


miss its more than 600 employes, rep- 
resenting more than half of the per- 
sonnel of the entire department. It 
was asserted that “the board has no 
official statement to make at this 
time,” inferring that some definite an- 
nouncement might be made within a 
few days. 
Counties Favor Plan. 
It is known 


of county commissioners have for some 
time sought to take over the tasks of 
maintaining the roads im their various 
counties, and during the recent ses- 
sion of the legislature there were sev- 
eral bills offered to make the turning 
over of this work mandatory, but none 
of these was enacted. Two such bills 
died in house committee while a third 
was similarly killed in the senate. 

If the board decides to carry out 
this program it will mean the imme- 
diate disposal of between $800,000 
and $1,000,000 worth of road ma- 
chinery which is kept by the main- 
tenance division and also is expected 


to bring large savings in the overhead | 


of the department in general. 

The highway board will not meet 
in formal session until next Tuesday, 
but it was learned that both the 
chairman and Commissioner Max L. 
McRae are in favor of the plan to 
abolish the department. If the main- 
tenance is turned over to the counties 
it is expected that the board will keep 
a small crew of supervisors to see that 
each county carries out 
nance program. 

Maintenance Fund Decreased. 

The highway department mainte- 
nance fund is derived from the sale 
of automobile tags, the entire receipts 
of the vehicle division of the depart- 
ment of revenue being allocated for 
this purpose. Until this year, when 
the prices of tags were reduced to $3 
by order of the governor, almost 
$4,000,000 was expended annually in 
maintenance. However. this year, the 
maintenance fund will be slightly less 
than $1,200,000 because of the low 
price of tags. The fund would be di- 
vided among the counties on a basis 
of road mileage if it is decided to turn 
the maintenance over to the counties.

In Georgia’s Fields and Streams 
By H. A. CARTER 


STARLINGS AGAIN. 

Two days ago I wrote about star- 
lings without saying anything about 
them except to wonder whether they 
were good or bad for our local birds. 
I want to say a little more about the 
birds now, and just a bit about their 
food habits. 


As we said before, the starlings 
that you see now are glossy green- 
ish-black, with a liberal sprinkling of 
light yellow dots. The bill in sum- 
mer is yellow, and the legs and feet 
are greenish black. In the winter 
plumage the birds are brownish and 
‘retain their yellow speckling. The 
bill in winter is dark. The birds are 
about eight inches long and rather 
stout. The scientific name of the 
species is Sturnus vulgaris, and to 
me the name is perfectly descriptive. 
They may be seen on almost any 
lawn, or in any park. They have a 
habit of running rather than hopping, 
and while they are attractive birds to 
watch, they are not the least bit so- 
cial toward songsters. 

There seems to be some evidence 
that the food habits of the starling 
make it economically valuable when 
considered alone. For instance, the 
diet of the starling consists of 57 per 
cent animal food and 43 per cent 
vegetable food. Of the animal food 
41 per cent out of the 57 per cent 


[is composed of insects. 


Twelve per 
cent, approximately, consists of milli- 
peds, or “thousand-leggers” and 1.5 
per cent is spiders.. Of the vegetable 
food, wild fruit, small grain and cul- 
tivated fruit such as cherries are in- 
teresting items, 

In one book on the starling that I 
have read, the statement was made 
that the starlings actually do less 
damage to the cherries than robins 
do. Be that as it may, there is not 
a@ person in the world that would 
swap a dozen starlings for a single 
robin so far as I know. This book, 
by the way, seems to have been writ- 
ten by a person prejudiced in favor 
of the starling. 

In other countries, it is reported, 
the starling was introduced to com- 
bat many different evils. Seemingly 
it is adaptable to every country of 
the world, and it will not be many 
years before the starling will be world- 
wide in distribution. I hope that 
matters will reach a balance after 
while. and that the song-birds will be 
able to stand the competition of the 
European starling, for they are our 
heritage,

Saw Mill Operator Reduces|;

Novel Idea.

Jones, operator of a sawmill in Brin- 
son, is reducing unemployment in a 
novel way. He has hired an. extra 
crew of ten men to pull sunken logs 
out of Spring creek and haul them 
to the mill to be sawed into lumber. 

There are thousands of original- 
growth yellow pine logs lying at the 
bottom of the creek over a stretch of 
five miles above and below the former 
site of the Stuart Lumber Company 
mill. Some of the logs have been un- 
der water for more than 30 years. 

With the aid of @ specially built 
barge, grappling hooks, steel cable, 
and a three-mule team the logs are 
pulled out at.a rate which makes the 
proposition pay. The sawyer reports 
that these logs saw a litle harder than 
freshly cut timber. The dried planks 
look like any other yellow pine lumber.

The Corriere della Sera publishes 
a new set of rules and regulations 
promulgated by Signor Mussolini him- 
self, for the conduct of the secretaries 
of the Fascist party. 

In the first place, these men are 
advised, (a piece of advise from. the 
Duce is tantamount to an order), they 
are advised to stay away from ex- 
pensive clubs and restaurants, the- 
aters and other extravanganzas; sec- 
ondly, they must accustom themselves 
to go on foot whenever possible. Only 
when such is necessary, they are to 
use a “utilitarian” vehicle, prefer- 
ably a motor-cycle; thirdly, they must 
under no circumstances wear a silk 
hat at formal functions and must at 
all times wear the simple black shirt 
of the party; fourthly, they must not 
be clock-watchers. The work must be 
done fully and they must learn to 
speak to visitors with “patience and{ 
humanity”; and lastly, they must mix 
with the workers, not feel themselves 
above the laboring man, but be one 
with the people especially in these dif- 
ficult days. 

The French newspapers try to make 
fun of these rules, decrying them as 
barriers to individual liberty. But 
there is a good deal of good in them. 
The Fascists are the leaders of Ital- 
ian life and they must set the. ex- 
ample. The communists are doing 
the same in Russia. Hardships, shock- 
work in industry and _ agriculture, 
dangerous tasks must first of all 
done by those who have faith in the 
new approach to life and the condi- 
tions of life which the regime seeks 
to inaugurate. That the rules seem 
somewhat puritanical does not detract 
from their value. To work out an 
ideal, a man's whole life must be 
attuned to the object he seeks to 
attain.

Health Talks 


BY DR. WILLIAM BRADY 


FIREMAN SPARE THAT CHILD. 

In spite of the efforts of recognized 
authorities on physiology and resusci- 
tation to protect the publie from the 
menace of breathing machines, there 
seems to be a determination on the 
part of certain fire department offi- 
cials, whose political appointment 
scarcely qualifies them to have an 
opinion on such a subject, to help the 
manufacturers of these dangerous lung 
pumps to dispose of their stock to un- 
wary municipalities. 

A correspondent sent a circular de- 
scribing the kind of machine he says 
his town employs in cases of drown 
ing, electric shock, carbon monoxide 
poisoning and smoke  asplyxiation. 
The machine appears to be an inhala- 
tor—that is, an inflatable bag and 
a cylinder of oxygen and another 
cylinder of carbon dioxide, with a 
guage to mix these in the propor- 
tions of 98 or 95 per cent oxygen with 
7 or 5 per cent carbon dioxide. That 
part is fine. ‘The carbon’ dioxide 
mixture administered in conjunction 
with prone pressure manual respira- 
tion is a valuable aid in any case, 
But such a simple apparatus would 
not bring a fancy price so the manu- 
facturer has to add what he calls a 
“resuscitator’—the inevitable pump. 
Worse, the circular carries several 
pictures of brave firemen preténdins 
to resuscitate victims, and in every 
instance the victim is posed lying on 
his back. That would be a grave mis- 
take in any case—the victim should 
lie on his belly—prone, not supine. By 
tuning his face toward one side the 
mask of an inhalator may be applied 
quite as well as though the victim lay 
on his back. 

There are two very good reasons 
why pumps or breathing machines or 
lung motors or pulmotors or resuscita- 
tors should never be used in emer- 
gency work. First, it has been amply 
proved that prone-pressure manual 
respiration is more efficient in mak- 
ing the dead or unconscious breath 
than is any machine. Second it has 
been found that the machine is dan- 
gerous—too likely to overdistend and 
fatally or seriously injure the lungs, 
But never mind the second objection, 
Why monkey with the spectacular ma- 
chinery when every man, woman and 
child carries always a more efficient 
means of resuscitating? 

Fire chiefs, clerks and superintend- 
ents may as well spare me their let- 
ters of pained protest. I am _ not 
amenable to that sort of thing. I am 
stating here a plain truth, and I defy 
anybody to controvert it. 

The hick towns are no louger good 
prospects for the slick agents who sell 
these dangerous and unjustifiable 
breathing machines, But the big graft- 
ridden cities still absorb a consid- 
erable share of the dead stock. mak- 
ers of such gadgets have siill to get 
rid of. 

This plea of mine will probably 
meet with nothing more than a snarl 
from the big shots who are getting 
theirs from the sales of these ma- 
chines to unwary municipalities. They 
will hasten to confer with the inter- 
ests that pay the “cuts” on how best 
to deal with such criticism. They 
may even get a testimonial from some 
medical politician who-is in it with 
them. But who cares about that? 1 
ask the brave firemen who serves on 
the squad or crew in charge of the 
machine whether he would want his 
own child exposed to the needless risk 
of rupture of the lung or air em- 
bolism by such a machine applied 
with the best of:intentions?

Makes Public Demand for 
Georgia Fund on Eve of 
Wallace’s Visit. 


On the eve of Secretary of Agricul- 
ture Wallace’s visit to Atlanta, Gov- 
ernor Eugene Talmadge Friday night 
made a public demand for a copy of 
Attorney-General Homer 8. Cum- 
mings’ opinion on the releasing to 
Georgia of the state’s $10,000,000 
share. of the federal highway fund 


which has been held up because of 
the controversy here for the control 
of the state highway department. 
Secretary Wallace, administrator of 
the road fund, will be here today to 
address the cotton conference and will 
be introduced by the governor. 
Governor Talmadge said Friday 
night that he would meet the secre- 


tary but that he did not believe he 
would discuss the road fund situation 
inasmuch as Secretary Wallace has 
not yet seen the opinion from Attor- 
ney-General Cummings. 


“While I believe that Assistant Sec- 
retary of Agriculture Tugwell should 
release the opinion, it is the duty of 
the attorney-general first to make 
publie his decision,” the governor said. 
“He should make copies of the -de- 
cision and give them te all who are 
concerned in it. When our depart- 
ment of law makes an opinion, that 
opinion is as public as any document 
in the state of Georgia.” 

The governor conferred Friday with 
Congressman John S. Wood, of Can- 
ton, one of the leaders in the congres- 
sional fight to obtain immediate re- 
lease of the money. 

Congressman Wood is planning an- 
other trip to Washington next week to 
confer with federal authorities re- 
garding the fund. 


AIR OF MYSTERY CONTINUES 
TO SURROUND DOCUMENT 

WASHINGTON, Aug. 4.—An air 
of mystery continues to surround that 
all-important secret document _relat- 
ing te the Georgia highway controver- 
sy, which the department of justice 
yesterday forwarded to the agricul- 
tural department. 

Contrary to expectations, there was 
no relaxation of the iron discipline of 
certain fidgety gentlemen of the lat- 
ter department who still insist on 
making the Géorgia opinion a secret 
state paper worthy of scrupulous pro- 
tection. : ; 

Instead, it was not even possible 
today to get an admission from any 
responsible official of the department 
of agriculture that the document had 
yet reached there. Some of those who 
had the temerity to ask almost got 
themselves insulted. 

Assistant Secretary and Professor 
Tugwell, who shafes the responsibility 
Geor- 
gia fund in the first instance, still 
appears to be suffering from a case 
Po nerves when the subject is brought 
up. He has not felt disposed to re- 
veal the contents of Attorney-General 
Cummings’ opinion even to Senator 
Walter F. George, whose office has 
asked to be kept informed. : 

There was no official indication of 
when the document will be made pub- 
lic, what is in it, who has it, how 
it will be acted upon or why. That's) 
how close-mouthed Professor Tugwell 
and his associates are in the absence 
of Secretary Wallace, himself due in 
Atlanta Saturday. 

Wallace Anxious for Settlement. 

It will probably remain for Mr. 
Wallace to go over the situation per- 
sonally during his visit to Georgia. 
So far as known, he has nothing to 
do with the usual secretiveness of his 
subordinates here. On the other hand, 
he is understood to be anxious to clear 
up the Georgia highway situation and 
make the funds available for early 
construction work, in keeping with 
the intent of cotigress in appropriating 
a $400,000,000 federal highway pro- 
gram. 

Meantime, Attorney-General M. J. 
Yeomans, of Georgia, left for Atlan- 
ta this afternoon somewhat in dis- 
gust over the frigid treatment accord- 
ed him here in certain quarters. He 
also was denied the courtesy of be- 
ing informed of the contents of the 
d ent. Although he appeared as 
the state’s legal representative in the 
controversy. The suspicion prevails 
more than ever that there is a dusky 
gentleman in the woodpile somewhere 
trying to gum the works for the state. 
He is yet to be smoked out. One re- 
port coming from unofficial quarters 
had it today that Professor Tugwell 
or somebody else at the department 
of agriculture has sent the document 
back to the department of justice for 
further study. It was denied by jus- 
tice officials, however, that it had 
been returned there. 

According to the same source, the 
agricultural department wanted cer- 
tain points tn the opinion clarified. 
What these are only the powers that 
be know. 

Before leaving Washington. Mr. 
Yeomans insisted that his ruling as 
attorney-general of the state that all 
acts of the new highway commission 
are binding, even though the body is 
regarded as a defacto commission, 
could not be questioned. “The attor- 
ney-general of the state has sole an- 
thority to pass on the legality of acts 
of any state board,” he said. “As at- 
torney-general, I have ruled that the 
highway board as now constituted 
has full authority to act. That ruling 
cannot be questioned by officials in 
Washington except in an arbitrary 
fashion.” 

KENTUCKY WILL RECEIVE 
ITS HIGHWAY FUNDS 

WASHINGTON, Aug. 4—(#)—Ben 
Johnson, chairman of the Kentucky 
state highway commission, after a 
conference with federal officials said 
today that arrangements had been 
worked out for Kentucky soon to get 
the $7,517,000 allotted to it under the 
public works program for highway 
construction, 

“We're going to get the money,” 
Johnson said, in an interview. “That's 
settled. And we'll get it on terms 
agreeable to both ends. Only a few 
minor details remain and the money 
will be available just as soon as the 
routine has been gone through with.” 

After officials of the bureau of pub- 
lic roads had objected to the Kentucky 
highway setup, Johnson and W. 0. 
Snyder, highway commission engineer, 
came for conferences with Secretary 
Wallace and Thomas H. MacDonald, 
chief of the bureau of public roads. 

Among the stipulations made by 
MacDonald were that Kentucky treat 
all sections of the state as a unit in 
spending the federal funds.

Gandhi Jailed for Year 
After Brief Freedom 


POONA, India, Aug. 4.—(4)—The 
Mahatma Mohandas K. Gandhi, free 
for just four minutes today, was 
again a prisoner in Yeroda jail to- 
night under a new and more perma- 
nent status, 

He was sentenced to one year of 
simple imprisonment becavee he de- 
clined to accept conditions under 
which he was released. These were 
that he refrain from political activi- 
ties and remain in the Poona dis- 
trict. 

When Gandhi was released from 
Yeroda jail last May he had served 
16 months under an_ indefinite im- 
prisonment sentence, the government 
granting him freedom in _ order to 


escape responsibility for his health 
during a fast was undertaking. He 


was brought ba®& to Yeroda jail last 
Wednesday, having been rearrested 
as he was about to launch a new civil 
disobedience campaign. 

Under his new term of imprison- 
ment, Gandhi will be treated as an 
ordinary political prisoner, which 
means he must do without the priv- 
ileBes he enjoyed during previous im- 
prisonments.

He became a general during the strug- 
gle with Spain when the United States 
stepped in and gave Cuba her free- 
dom, 

He was a poor, young lawyer. But 
he had a geniug for politics, And he 
attached himself to a group and he 
rose with it. Soon he was the leader 
of the group. In normal times a man 
is “groomed” for the presidency of 
Cuba. He is almost assured of the 
office for years before it is his. 

There was a great nationa! demand 
for the poor young lawyer who had 
come to be such a great power in 
Cuba. He was, it is safe to say, the 
most popular man Cuba had seen in 
years; perhaps since the hysteria of 
her days immediately after the war 
for freedom. 

Overwhelming Victory. 

He was elected president, in a man- 
ner similar to our own elections, by 
an overwhelming popular vote and by 
the greatest electoral vote a president 
had seen. 

His every appearance on the street, 
following his election, was the sig- 
nal for an ovation. Crowds followed 
his car. They shouted his praises. 
They showered him with gifts. 

He was elected on May 20, 1924. 
His term ended in 1928. Had he quit 
then, as he had promised he would 
when he ran for office, he would be 
regarded today as the Messiah of 
Cuba and there would be a demand 
for him to return. 

But he stayed. "he depression 
came, Cuba’s segar plantations were 
almost ruined. They were taken over 
largely by foreign banks, most of 
them United States banks. 

He stayed to be called a butcher 
and a murderer. Crimes were com- 
mitted in the name of his government. 
Cuba became a land of bombings and 
murders.

flight, Settle expects a wind current 
to carry him westward, perhaps as 
far as 500 miles. When he reaches 
the stratosphere, a drift to the east 
is expected to carry the craft in the 
opposite direction. 

_ Weather conditions made him con- 
fident the journey would end neither 
past the Rocky Mountains or over 
the Atlantic ocean. A landing on 
the Great Lakes, however, is entirely 
possible. 

Settle’s final statement: 

_ “The trip should be no more—dif- 
ficult or dangerous than participation 
in the annual balloon races, in which 
the pilots sacrifice safety for speed.

Martin Disallows 
- Lookout Protest 


MEMPHIS, Tenn., Aug. 4.—(UP) 
Protest of the Chattanooga Lookouts 
against a game won by New Orleans 
from them on Monday, July 31, was 
disallowed today by President John 
DD, Martin, of the Southern associa- 
tion. 

Martin said he had made no ruling 
as yet on Chattanooga's protest of the 
Nashville-Chattanooga game of July 
27. 

Chattanooga’s protest of the New 
Orleans game claimed an erroneous de- 
cision by, Umpire Bick Campbell was 
to blame for the put-out of a Chat- 
tanooga runner at second base. 

The runner was hit off first base 
by a fair batted ball, after the ball 
had deflected from the glove of the 
first baseman. Campbell, Martin's re- 
port said, first called the runner out, 
then realized his mistake and called 
him out correctly when the second 
baseman grabbed the bouncing ball for 
a force play. Chattanooga contended 
that the Lookout base runner stopped 
for a moment when first called out 
erroneously by the umpire and would 
have reached second safely but for the 
original erroneous calling of the play. 

Martin said ‘that “while it is un- 
fortunate that the error of the umpire 
in miscalling the play caused the run- 
ner to slow down. I think he did so 
at his own peril. He should have fin- 
ished his race to second and then 
started his argument. It is uncertain 
now as to whether or not he could 
have reached second safely had he 
maintained full speed ahead. Accord- 
ingly, the protest will be disallowed.”

STEEL CODE HELD 


~ AS GUING LIMIT 


Lamont Says Firms Have 
Gone Beyond Justified 
Conditions. 


NEW YORK, Aug. 4.—(/)—The 
steel industry today informed the na- 
tional recovery administration that it 
had “gone the limit” im the matter 
of its code and could go no further. 

Robert P. Lamont, president of the 
American Iron & Steel Institute, in 
a communication addressed to the 
Washington authorities, said: 

“We call attention to the fact that. 
in accomplishing the great purpose 
of the national recovery act, the mem- 
bers of the coie have already gone 
beyend anything that ean be justified 


by present conditions. They can jus- 
tify themselves to their stockholders 


only by the realization of the hopes 
aroused by the efforts of the national 
administration. They cannot go fur- 
ther.” 

Concerning the maximum hours of 
labor and minimum rates of pay, Mr. 
Lamont said it was not deemed neces- 
sary to restate the industry's position 
nor to add to the facts and the sta- 
tistical data presented at the previous 
hearing. 

“We desire again,” he declared, “to 
emphasize that practical, not theoret- 


ical, questions are involved and that 


they cannot be solved merely by 
mathematical computation, since there 
is probably no industry in the country 
involving so many variable factors as 
the steel industry.”

TOKYO, Aug. 4.—(#)—The usu- 
ally conservative Tokyo newspaper 
Asahi gave a prominent place to- 
day to “reliable reports” of a_ se- 
cret Chinese-American aviation 
treaty which it said was recently 
negotiated in Washington by Dr. 
S. Alfred Sze, Chinese minister to 


Washington, and the American 


state department. 

If the pact is made effective, 
Asahi said, “it will gravely menace 
Japans national defenses, where- 
fore the reports are claiming the 
serious attention of the imperial 
army.” 

A foreign office spokesman said 
his bureau hadno knowledge of 
such a treaty. 

The treaty, the newspaper report- 
ed, has three chapters, 17 articles. 
and several appendices, and would 
give a combination of the United 
States government and American 
aircraft manufacturers a monopo- 
listic and far-reaching supervision 
over a Chinese aviation program in- 
tended “to establish firmly the 
foundations of China's military and 
air forces.”
